The letter is particularly signifi- 
cant at this time because it is known

The Germans 
maintained an effective organization 
throughout the continent, which for 
a long time the United States had no 
effective means of combatting. The 
improvement in the situation is at- 
tributed to the policy of the United 
States in seeking nothing for itself 
except what it asks for every other 
democracy in the world. That the 
real aims and objectives of this coun- 
try have finally been made clear is 
attributed to a large extent to the 
improved exchange of news between 
the Northern and Southern conti- 
nents, the lower cable rates and the 
efforts of the committee on public 
information. The South Amercian dip 
lomats at Washington, in close touch 
with the actions and policies of the 
United States, are said to have con- 
tributed materially to establishing the 
better understanding.

year. Personally, I ‘don’t look for 
any startling new inventions. We 


will have a steady and rapid improve- 
ment of existing material. The final 
outcome of it is, of course, difficult 
to forecast though it is certain that 
the next few months will see much 
faster and more powerful aeroplanes 
on both sides. It would not surprise 
me if we were able to fly at least 145 


miles an hour by spring and 155 
miles before end of the year. And 
I mean average flying at those speeds 


and not occasional spurts. 


“Few land battles in the future will 
be without important aerial co-opera- 
tion on both sides; the 1 arger the 
battle the more machines engaged 
above it,” the flyer continued. “This 
means big clashes in the air—more 
machines. Generally as air effective- 
ness increases and it is being feverish 
ly increased on both sides, the fight- 
ing over the lines will not only be 
far more intense than last year, and 
between speedier and more powerful 
machines, but between increasingly 
greater numbers and larger groups. 

“Constant night bombardments with 
large fleets of allied machines on en- 
emy munition making centers are not 
only now possible, but promise to 
have an important part in the out- 
come of the war. Groups of heavily 
armed bombing planes, each carry- 
ing more than a ton of high explos- 
ives, can raid the most important of 
German munitions towns and be prac 
tically immune from attack in the 
air. In t he darkness they can steer 
by compass, launching their bombs 
and t urn back homeward. 

“Smaller and faster aeroplanes are 
practically helpless in the darkness 
against big heavy armed raiders. The 
latter have a fixed object; that of 
dropping bombs as they pass over the 
The former are on the ‘hunt’ 
and it is no secret they are at an 
extreme disadvantage with their light 
armament against the more numer- 
ous guns of the larger amchines. 

“It is common knowledge that most 
German munition centers are system- 
atically laid out in enormous 
covering hundreds of acres.
